News readers will find the article worthy of their time: 

Three very expressive statements have recently appeared in 
the news of the business day. One was that the comptroller of 
currency, who estimated the banking resources of the United States 
at $3,000,000,000 more than the combined aggregate resources of 
the Bank of England, Bank of France, Bank of Germany, Bank of 
Russia, Bank of Netherlands, the Swiss National Bank, and_ the 
Bank oy Japan. A second was that of a trade expert who said, 
“‘Never before have so many people worn silk stockings, silk under- 
wear, or silk gloves,’’ while the clever editor of a publication de- 
voted to metals, in describing commercial and financial conditions 
here, does so with this epigram, ‘‘We have won all the marbles,”’ 
and predicts that ‘‘if the game is to be continued we must lend 
some of our marbles to the others playing.”’ 

The facts would seem to answer the first part of the above 
question, viz., ‘‘Is American prosperity real’? rather than fictitious? 
In other words, has it a solid foundation? If more evidence needs 
to be produced it is abundantly available. Everyone who follows 
current events knows that iron and steel production: today is 
greater than ever before, with the probable output of pig iron in 
1916 over 40,000,000 tons; that copper has never been brought from 
the ground at such a rate as now; that for the first time in Amer- 
ican history there has been a spring shortage of railroad equip- 
ment to move traffie which is making railroad earnings of other 
‘high peak’? years look small; that one month’s foreign trade 
balance, February’s, exceeded by nearly 15 per cent a whole year’s 
eredit in 1910; that national bank deposits have increased $2,198,- 
000,000 since March, 1915, and are growing at the rate of $200,000,- 
000 a month; that there is practically no unemployment, with the 
highest average of wages ever paid by American employers, and 


mines produce, there is a growing demand abroad and very little 
competition to affect the prices which American manufacturers or 
producers see fit to ask. 

The momentum which is rolling up new trade records day 
after day did not get under way till last autumn, so we have 
searcely had more than six months of what may be described as 
‘‘eood times.’ If headway can be gained so quickly, what is to 
be the maximum speed finally? or are we already geared up as high 
The transportation system has partially broken 





as we can go? 
down under the excessive load; ships are being sunk more rapidly 
than they are being built; there is very little additional human 
power available, for immigration has slackened and is almost at 
a halt, and with the conservative policy ingrained by previous years 
of depression the amount of new plant capacity created in relation 
to new business has been astonishingly small. 

It is a poor business organization that cannot take up slack, 
however tight the tension may have been, and it would be possible 
for the United States to do a considerably larger volume of do- 
mestic and foreign trade than is now being carried on. There has 
been a great gain in industrial efficiency and in intensification in 
all departments of labor, We can turn the clock back, as Ger- 
many has done, and get more from the day’s work, 

The question is not so much whether we can go at a faster 
pace or produce on a larger scale as to whether we want to or ean 
afford to. This underlies the query, “‘Is our prosperity perm- 
anent?”’ 

Enormous Home Demand for Manufactured Products 

It is .o longer a matter of argument that the business which 
the war developed was the originating influence on the subsequent 
industrial activity. To Mareh, the value of strictly war materials 
exported had reached $600,000,000, and will be a billion dollars by 
the end of December. Frequently $15,000,000 to $20,000,000 a week 
is shipped of shells and explosives. 

No more is it believed that the United States is dependent on 
‘‘war orders’? to keep its factories running and its citizens em 
ployed. Great as is our foreign trade—it will be at least $5,000, 
000,000 this calendar year—it is only a small percentage of tha‘ 
internal trade legitimately stimulated by unusual crops command.

. What Would Sudden Peace Do to Trade? 

Having some time ago caught up with the volume of foreign 
orders, and now having outdistanced them, it is a matter of debate 
how far the strictly American trade would be affected by the sud- 
den ending of the war, the resultant slump in new ‘‘war orders.’’ 
possible cancellation of contracts with still a year or so to run, the 
throwing out of work of thousands of highly paid operatives, the 
inevitable slump in iron and steel and metal prices, and probably 
in grain and certain classes of securities, a tightening ef money 
rates and the movement of alien labor on a large scale eastward, 
for I believe that emigration will overbalanece immigration in the 
ratio of two to one in the first year after peace is declared. 

These are the unknown quantities of the situation that are 
causing a considerable amount of conservatism when there is every 
temptation to expand and to spend recklessly, and it expresses 
itself very clearly in the rising monthly average of bank deposits, 
whereas in other periods of great industrial excitement it was a 
conspicuous fact that nearly every business man, corporation, and 
bank was over-extended and with only a small part of their assets 
in liquid form. Never having been through just such an experience 
as the present one, and with no precedent to go by as to the effects 
of such colossal waste of capital, destruction of political and com- 
mercial power, the man in the street is disposed to have his house 
in order and to anticipate and be ready for trouble, whether it 
comes or not. This is a very healthy attitude and usually preveuts 
the ills that seem most likely to be contracted. 





UT of the ground we get all of the means of subsistence. 
Henee it follows, as the night the day, that the problem 
of cheapening the cost of living must be solved by getting 
more out of the ground without increasing the labor cost 

of the process. ‘We must do more head work along with our dig- 
ging. We must feed our land if we expect it to feed us. 

Cost of food in the United States increased from 1896 to 1912, 
80 per cent. The advance in the general cost of living during this 
period was 59 per cent in the United States and approximately 40 
per cent in Europe. 

The Bureau of Labor has just reported that the cost of living 
is now 15 per cent higher than it was two years ago. 

From 1900 to 1910 the population of the United States in- 
ereased 21 per cent and the erop production only 10 per cent. The 
importation of foodstuffs and live animals doubled and the exporta- 
tion of wheat and flour dropped from 31 per cent of their produc- 
tion to 13 per cent. 

Cost of living and food crop yields per acre are the same prob- 
lem. Take Germany as an example of European agricultural prac- 
tice. She has increased in 20 years her grain crop 15 bushels to the 
acre; the United States 3 bushels. Potato crop increased 80 bush- 
els; United States, 24 bushels. Germany’s acre yields 80 per cent 
more than for the corresponding crops in the United tSates. Ger- 
many uses four or five times as much fertilizer per acre cultivated 
as we use. If the farmers of the United States had a cheap fer- 
tilizer and “sed it over the cultivatedfarey ofthe United States at 
the rate Germany uses fertilizer, theyxe would) be a net gain above 
the cost of fertilizer of $1,000,000,000,a year. 

These comparative statistics of food production are avouched 
by careful reports of expert investigators. They show how import- 
ant it is that the waste of gas frorf¥ oil wells and the waste of 
power in our streams should be set Yat work in the creation of 
means to restore the productiveness of our impoverished farm lands 
and thus put cheaper bread and meat at the service of our whole 
popualtion—Anaheim Plain Dealer. 





N editorial in a western United States contemporary a few 
A days ago went into an interesting discussion of the many 
things that might be done with ‘‘two bits.’’ To the average 
easterners, and, in facet, to many southerners and western- 
ers, the term ‘‘two bits’? would be without meaning, vet. strange 
to say, in several of the larger states of the Union, and notably in 
Missouri and California, people think of small values in *‘bits’’ and 
so express themselves. The Missourians brought the ‘“‘bit’’? with 
them to California in 1849, and there it took root and there it re- 
mains to this day, first to puzzle and afterward to take a firm 
grip upon the favor of the newcomer. Quite likely the early Eng- 
lish colonists on the Atlantic seaboard continued to apply the term 
‘pit’? to fractional silver pieces, but if they did, it was always fol- 
lowed by ‘‘penny,’’ as, for instance, ‘‘threepenny bit,’’ ‘‘sixpenny 
bit,’’ ete.; but it was only upon the conjunction of races in the 
lower Mississippi that the ‘‘bit,’’ which stands for 121% cents, came 
into use as a measure of fixed value.

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Mathematical Precision Rules Every 
Process In Its Making. 
Although wire rope has been used as 
a mechanical appliance for almost 5,000 
| years, it is commonly regarded as a 
modern invention. During the many 
years which have elapsed since the 
first records of its use wire rope has 
passed from a crude to a highly devel- 
oped product, and the purposes for 
which it is employed have increased a 
thousandfold. In no other branch of 
the American steel industry is there so 
great a demand for material of proved 
integrity, for it might be safely sug 
gested that wire rope is born to be 
abused. It is subjected to tremendous 
tensile strains; it must withstand con- 
stant bendings, abrasion, corrosion and

cial devices to permit of 
combustion of low’ grade 
there are many more designing spe- 
cial carburetors and manifolds; but 
the majority believe that fuels can 
be. manufactured so cheaply that the 
question of crude materials as it 
affects the price of gasoline will no 
longer be a question of moment. 

“Distillate as a fuel ran a close 
second to alcohol as a favorite. One 
inventor from Los Angeles brought 
in a device which he claims permits 
of using the cheaper liquid with any 
carburetor and with no changes be- 
yond the installation of the attach- 
ment, which he states can be man- 
ufactured very cheaply. A Sausalito 
experimenter has suggested a mix- 
ture of kerosene and alcohol, and 
also states that in paying 73 cents a 
gallon for the latter we are spend- 
ing too much. The Maxwell test 
showed we were getting approxi- 
mately 30 miles for each gallon of 
aleohol, but at the high cost 
quoted.” 

The intense interest shown in the 
fuel tests has determined Toner to 
follow out his first idea, and make 
the trials more exhaustive. In all 
instances he will stick to his orig- 
inal idea, that of using regular 
equipment on the Maxwell cars. On 
the initial test the Maxwells using 
herosene and alcohol were entirely 
stock, with the exception of the fuel 
feed being wound around the ex- 
haust pipe to permit of quicker com- 
bustion, but the gasoline burner, 
which averaged* around 25 miles per 
gallon, was not touched to even this 
extent.
